Boate, Lieutenant John Kime and 
Officer D. Harris of the state motor 
police while Dr R W. Gifford said 
Uiat his exam ination of Bender on 
the afternoon of the arrest showed 
th a t the defendant was under the 
influence 
of 
Intoxicating 'liquor. 
The court refused to allow Bulleit 
to question witnesses concerning de­ 
tails of the status of the first charge 
against Bender at the tim e of his re­ 
arrest on the second charge bused 
on the same offense.

I 
N CONTRAST to the idea that it is unfortunate*, to have been born 
poor, or to live poor most of one’s life, there are1 com pensations that 
the rich and the more fortunate never come to know. 
Dr. Sam uel Johnson, who was born poor, often argued on the advant­ 
ages that poverty brought. 
And Oliver Goldsmith was harassed most of 
his life by people to whom he owed money. 
But what a benefactor to 
all literature! 
Millet, the great French painter, was so poor that he 
often traded masterpieces in order to get bread for him self and family. 
I have never met happier people than those who have been very poor. 
Not that they are inadequately provided for, but that they show such 
courage and fortitude in the face of this fact. 
There is less com plaining 
among the poor than among those who have more than they deserve. 
Take the shut-ins, and those in hospitals. 
No braver and more cheer­ 
ful people live than they. 
They have learned that greatest of all lessons 
—the lesson of acceptance. 
George Gissing wrote most of his long line of English novels while 
hungry. 
But no one would suspect this by reading his beautiful “Private 
Papers of Henry Ryecroft.” 
And those who knew him best never heard 
him complain. 
W hat would this w'orld be without its brave poor? 
The farmer who 
toils—and then loses his crop, through no fault of his, or the fisherman 
who has to contend with modern modes of gathering quantities of fish 
against ha.d-earned meager catches. 
Or the small store man against 
the highly capitalized string of stores. 
They have reason to become dis­ 
couraged md disheartened—but they bravely fight on. 
We. who have beauty all about us. and with sufficient to keep oui 
bodies well nourished, why should we complain in the face of the many 
who give fo much of themselves—just to live? 
Each oi us needs som ething of that brave .spirit which keeps the brave 
poor sm iling and uncomplaining while som ething keeps tugging at their 
heart and at their hope.

FOUR CONVICTS 
ARE FOUND DEAD 
IN PHILA. PRISON

Philadelphia. Aug. 23 (AP).—Four 
I investigations 
were 
started 
today 
(into the mysterious circumstances 
• surrounding 
the 
deaths 
of 
four 
j hunger-striking 
convicts 
at 
the 
Philadelphia county prison who. a 
(coroner's physician said, apparently 
I scalded to death. 
State Secretary of W elfare Charles 
j I. Engard sent tw’o special invests- 
j gators to the institution at Holmes- 
burg with orders to “get to the bot­ 
tom ” of the hunger 
strike 
which 
resulted in the four being placed in 
punishment cells where their bodies 
; were found Monday. 
They were among more than 600 
prisoners who had refused to eat 
(in protest against a “monotonous" 
I diet of hamburger 
and 
spaghetti. 
Discovery of the bodies came after 
: a night during which. Warden W il­ 
liam B. Mills said. some 20 convicts 
in the punishm ent cells had been 
fighting among themselves, 
Dr Morton Crane, the coroner’s 
physician, declared the 
men 
had 


J died violently. 
“I am ol the opinion that scald­ 
ing water .somehow got into their 
cells,” he said. 
“All four exhibited 
; symptoms of nasal congestion that 
j is typical of death by gas, steam or 
hot w’ater. 
“There 
were 
also 
bruises 
and 
abrasions—and by abrasions I mean 
bruises where the skin Is ripped off, 
I and they still showed clots of blood. 
That would indicate clearly to me 


that they were beaten before being 


scalded to death.” 
Warden 
Mills 
scoffed 
at 
the 
theory 
that 
hot 
water or steam 
m ight have caused their deaths. He 
added that although the prisoners 
had been fighting, “no officer and 
no employe of the institution laid 
a hand in violence on any of the 
m en.” 
Mills began a separate investiga­ 
tion, along with city and county 
officials. 
Judge Harry S. McDevitt of the I 
common pleas court who had sought j 
to aid in settling the hunger strike, 
said lie was told the prisoners broke 
steam pipes in their cells 
to use 
them for weapons, thus permitting 
steam to drive into the cells. 
D etective Sergeant Martin Cur­ 
ran of the city police expressed be­ 


lief the m en died of “overexertion, 
exhaustion and undernourishm ent” 
after hours of fighting among them ­ 


selves. 
The four prisoners occupied two 
adjoining cells. 
W ith 
them 
were 
two others, both 
unharmed 
In ­ 
vestigators offered no explanation of 
how 
they 
escaped. 
Curran 
said 
they told him they “hid” during the 
fighting.
